Eventually $180,000 a Year 
Will Be Saved the Govern- 
ment—Total Number of Pen- 
sioners 892,098, the Smallest 
Since 1892. 


Washington, October 16.—A saving 
estimated at $1,000,000 annually, to the 
pensioners of the United States and 
eventually about $180,000 a year to 
the government, is contemplated by a 
simplified plan for the payment of 
pensions without vouchers which Com- 
missioner of Pensions J. L. Davenport 
submitted to the secretary of the inte- 
rior in his annual report made public 
today. 

During the year $157,325,160 was paid 
as pensions, a decrease of $3,498,154 
from last. year, making the _ total 
amount paid in pensions since the 
foundation of the government $4,230,- 
381,730. There were 55,185 hames 
dropped from the roll and 26,200 added, 
leaving a net loss of 28,985 pensioners. 
The total number at the end of the 
year was 892,098, the smallest since 
1892. Methods of economy resulted in 
a decrease of the cost of administra- 
tion by $140,546, the amount being 
$2,517,127, the lowest since 1882. 

Davenport's Plan. 

Commissioner Davenport's plan, 
which was devised at the request of 
congress and which will require the 
passage of a law, would greatly sim- 
plify the methods of paying pensions, 
result in the mailing of pension checks 
on the date upon which the pension 
falls due, eliminate the cost to 
pensioners in a large majority of cases 
of the execution of pension vouchers 
which varies from $1 to $3 yearly:

of 4,000,000 letters yearly through the 
mails, saving about $80,000 thereby. 

The plan contemplates payment 4di- 
rect by checks mailed to the last ad- 
dress of the pensioner.

Some of the busi- 
ness firms of the city are also doing 
unlawful and unnecessary work on 
Sunday. And yet these violators of the 
law are unmolested.

purchases of cotton goods, but this has | 
been offset in some degree by a con- 
tinuance of the policy of the revising 
prices for goods to be made for future 
delivery and for spot shipment, Tick- 
ings, denims and other heavy cottons 
are now being revised downward to 
a basis of 10-cent cotton, or lower, and 
the jobbers whose stocks are low are 
ordering ahead for two or three months 
on those classes of goods. 

Print cloths and other cotton goods 
made from medium count yards are 
softer in value than the coarser 
fabrics, due largely to the influence 
of long curtailment of production in 
the latter. Fall River sold 100,000 
pieces of print cloths last week and 
southern milis are selling contracts in 
a small way. ‘there has been some 
pressure to place business on these 
goods for delivery after the turn of 
the year, but the mills are not ready 
to proceed at current bid prices. 

The export demand has quieted down 
except in the case of bids made at 
prices mills will not consider now. 
Yarns and knit goods are unsteady, 
and are gradually settling to a new 
trading basis. Production in mill cen- 
ters is being resumed under the stim- 
ulation of low cotton. The retailers and 
jobbers are giving manifestations of 
more confidence in values by placing 
orders frequently in small amounts, 
and they are evidently doing a better 
trade.

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REGULATION OF 


MARRIAGE. | 


FAVORED BY DR. BRICKER 


Dr. L. O. Bricker delivered the last 
Sermon in his series on “The Music of 
Married Life,” at the Christian church 
on Sunday evening. The sermons of 
this series have been delivered to some 
of the largest audiences that have 
Zathered in an Atlanta church in re- 
cent years. A part of the sermon fol- 
lows: 

“Divorce is the bankruptcy of matri- 
mony; it ig the final chapter in the 
Story of tne failure of two partners to 
make a success of their married life. 
Divorce the post-morten inquest 
Over the dead body eof the angel of 
happiness. There much misunder- 
Standing in the mind of our day as to 
What divorce is and does. Most people 
seem to look upon divorce as the cause 
of broken marriages, wrecked homes 
and spoiled romances. I make bold to 
Say that divorce is not the cause, but 
the effect of these things. Divorce 
never yet broke a marriage; it simply 
publishes to the world that the mar- 
riage for some reason or other, has 
been broken. Divorce never caused the 
fuilure and bankruptcy of the home- 
firm; it simply states that the firm 
has failed and ig bankrupt. Divorce 
did not dig the grave of love, and bury 
the angel of joy; it simply tells to the 
world the post-mortem story of that 
terrible tragedy. D‘vorce is the funeral 
notice of a dead love; but the disease 
Which resulted in death, and the cause 
of the disease, lie back of the funeral. 
The real breaking of the marriage, the 
real cause for the dissolution of the 
partnersip, the real reason for the fail- 
ure of the home-firm, the real disease 
that ended in death—all lie back of the 
divorce, and between the man and the 
woman, in the way they have lived to- 
gether; or in the marriage itself. Un- 
questionably the prevalence of divarce 
indicates a terrible thimg, viz: the 
breaking of a marriage, the wre¢king 
of a home, the spoling of at least two 
lives, but the divorce does not cause 
these terrible things; it is the effect of 
them. It is the last chapter of a book 
Which had a sweet and promising be- 
ginning. But if we are to understand 
that last chapter, we must read the 
earlier chapters; and if we are to pre- 
vent that last chapter, we must some- 
how prevent some of the other chap- 
ters, or better, perhaps, prevent them 
all. But what shall be done to pre- 
vent the alarming increase in the num- 
ber of divorces? Three remedies have 
been proposed: First, the dogma that 
Marriage is indissoluble, and divorce 
Cannot be recognized; second, clergy- 
men must refu8e to re-marry divorced 
persons; third, the demand for more 
Stringent divorce laws, laws that will 
make divorce next to impossible. 

“Calm and dispassionate reading of 
history forces us to the conclusion that 
the refusal of the church to recognize 
divorce does not preserve from dissolu- 
tion the marriage itself, or lessen the 
number of de facto broken marriages.

Refusing to re-marry a divoreed person | 


does not touch the heart of the evil, 
for they can go at once to a justice of 
the peace and be married. I do not be- 
lieve that anv amount of legislation by 
church State upon divorce laws, 
either tightening or loosening them. 
can produce more true marriages, or 
lessen the number of marriage dissolu- 
tions. The evil lies back of all this— 
the evil which breaks the marriage, 
and leads both into the divorce court. 

“The root of the evil in the mar- 
riage itself, in the ignorance and ijll- 
advisedness of young people in marry- 
ing, or jn their meanness, their infidel- 
ity, 
married It is upon this point that al) 
emphasis should be placed. It is here 
we need more stingent laws As 
it we have no laws whatsoever for 
the safeguarding of young men and 
women who ar~ about to be married. A 
young Man can go to the ordinary’s 
office, and, by the payment of a dollar 
and giving his name and age, secure a 
license to marry, and can then go toa 
minister of the gospel, or to a justice 
of the peace, and be married. It is no- 
body’s business to advise them, to in- 
quire whether they are suited to each- 
other, or to prevent their wedding if 
they are not. Suppose, after such ; 
wedding, some pure and innocent girl 
finds that she has married a diseased, 
leacherous beast, untrue to his vows 
and unfaithful to herseif; has the law 
of church or state any right to say: 
‘You must go on living together; taois 
marriage cannot be dissolved” it 
seems to me that if the state, with its 
laws, has not helped at the beginning, 
it has no right tointerfere at the end. 
All of this mighty discussion of the 
question of divorce, in the councils of 
church end state, and all the proposed 
remedies, take hold of the problem at 
the wrong end. What possible good 
can be achieved by keeping two people 
married who ought never to have been 
married in the first place, and whose 
marriage should rave been prevented 
by law?

Here the preacher entered into a dis- 
cussion of the cases where divorce 
would seém to be right and just, and 
continued: 

“I am persuaded that most divorces 
could be prevented by the exercise of a 
| little good sense, and a little sincere 
.effort to make the marriage a suck 
‘People whine and say: ‘We are not 
happy.’ Well, in God’s name, be happy: 
You have as good chance as nine out of 
ten people who have achieved happl- 
ness in the face of the same odds that 
confront you. What mostpeople want 
is happiness without effort. Don't, for 
a moment, imagine that vou will be 
free from all your troubles as soon as 
you have gotten your divorce; you will 
find that your troubles have only be- 
gun. And do not think of divorce at 
all except as the last, terrible, dreadful 
alternative. Exhaust every possible 
means to make your married life a 
success, and do not disrupt it except 
for that one final and sufficient rea- 
son—infidelitv to the marriage vows.

The other day one of the queerest 
things in the history of the game hap- 
pened—that is, from the standpoint of 
the official scorer.

It all happened on one thrown ball. | 
A runner was on third, and the Dbats-, 
man had two strikes against him, 
The pitcher cut loose one that was 
so slow it hit the ground before reach- 
ing the plate, but the batter “hit’’ at 
it for the third strike. The catcher 
did not stop the ball and the runner 
on thirg came home, while the batter 
got to first base. 

As to the scoring—a pitcher gets a 
strikeout whenever the batter swings 
for the third strike, whether the ecatch- 
er gets the ball or not.

Scooter and Scrape—Perhaps enough has been said, in a previous article 
of this series, about the scooter and scrape; and it may be that a too sharp- 
pointed pencil has punched holes in the mantle of prejudice that has been | 
so long worn by many farmers. Or, maybe it would be more kind to call) 
it a time-worn, traditional habit, that has so long been clung to by said) 
farmers. The old gag about carrying a stone in one end of the bag to bal- 
ance a pumpkin in the other occurs to the mind when one comes to discuss 
the subject. 

If any farmer has felt inclined to resent what he ‘considers ridicule I! 
hasten, by way of amends, to say a few things in favor of the scooter and | 
scrape. (1) It is an “ancient and honorable” representative of the past! 
generation and therefore entitled to respect, on somewhat the same prin- | 
ciple that the old flint-and-steel, flash-in-the-pan, firearm of our fore-fathers 
still claims our veneration because of useful service rendered in the past. 
(2) I have already admitted that it has still a small place on every farm. | 
(3) It costs but little whether bought or made at home, and a fence corner | 
affords all the shelter it seems to need, when not in use. : | 

The Cultivator is so-called for the sufficient reason that it was intended 
only for use in cultivating a growing crop. Yet it may often be used to) 
advantage as a harrow, when that special implement is not at hand, by! 
attaching the smaller steels (shares) that usually accompany it. As a har-| 
row, however, it is not a huge success. The one-horse cultivator usually | 
has five standards, each of which may carry a steel share that vary in width | 
from one and a half to four inches, or more. Or, if desired, two of the for- 
ward standards may each carry two, three or four-inch steels, and the right 
and left and rear standards may be shod with ten, twelve, or fifteen-inch 
sweeps. When the sweeps are used the frame is expanded so as to make 
it possible to clear on or stir almost the entire surface of a four-foot row, 
thus enabling the plowman, by running one straight trip to the row, to get 
over ten acres of ground in a day—or even more, with a strong, quick- 
stepping horse or mule. 

The best styles of cultivators possess a varying number of levers for 
opening or closing the frame when in motion, a contrivance for regulating 
the depth of penetration, a wheel in front to give steadiness and to aid in 
regulating depth. : 

As in the case of plows, or harrows, etc., so there is a number of differ- 
ent makes of cultivators of this class, but the general design and arrange- 
ment of all are practically the same. So far as I know all of them are gooa 
and effective implements and with ordinary care will last from ten to 
twenty years. I know of two that have been doing duty every year for | 
more than twenty years. 

Some manufacturers make what they call a “Combined Cultivator’! 
and Horsehoe.” The essential difference lies in the fact that the extreme 
right and left standards of the horsehoe are fixed so as to permit of a 
rotary adjustment and are intended to carry a light turning steel—the one 
right and the other left-handed, by means of which aided by a middle 
burster (or light double-turner) a nice, smooth cotton, potato, or tobacco} 
bed may be prepared at one straight trip, on a field already well broken. 

Two-Horse Cultivator—The adoption of even a one-horse cultivator is 
quite a long step in progress—equal to the change from flint-lock to per- 
cussion gun, or from muzzle to breech loader. The further step from the 
one-horse to the two-horse cultivator may be likened to the advance from a 
single-barrel rifle to a Maxim gun! The two-horse cultivator is intended to! 
completely stir the entire surface of not less than one, four or five-foot cofn 
or cotton row at one straight trip. This is accomplished by running astride | 
the row, either wing of the implement extending not less than half the mic- | 
dle in which it runs. If still wider extended, or the rows be somewhat 
less than four feet in width, two entire rows may be completely stirred from 
row to row. If the ground be free from obstructions, well-broken and har- 
rowed and planted with a multi-row planter it may not be extravagant to 
predict that in the near future we may have machines that will carry four 
and even five rows at one trip! 

These two-horse cultivators are of both riding and walking style—you 
“pay your money and take your choice.” I think I would quickly decide in 
tavor of one with a good spring seat, a large umbrella, a place for a bucket 
of ice water in summer and a foot stove in winter! What are the mighty 
and varied possibilities of steam and gasoline and electricity when fully 
harnessed for man’s use and guided by his eye and touch of hand! 

I may add that all the various styles of cultivating shares are to be founa

STABLE MANURE ON CORN. 


J. M. Barnes, Carroliton, Ga.—I want 
to manure my corn with stable manure. 
Would you advise me to put anything 
with it in the drill? If so, what would 
you wait, say, until second plowing, 
you wait, say, until second plawing, 
and then apply something else? The 
land was sown in oats last spring, and 
the oats were followed by peas. e 
soH is somewhat varied in character, 
some gray and some red.; Would you 
advise me to turn the land this fall 
and haul out and spread broadcast the 
manure next spring and plow it in 
before planting? 

Answer—lIt is rather difficut] to give 
advice as to every detail in a case of 
this sort without very full informa- 
tion, such as a personal view of the 
-situation alone would give. So, I an- 
swer only as to fundamentals: 

First. Stable manure alone is not 
likely to secure a satisfactory yield 
of corn grain, although it tends to 
produce large and tall plants, broad 
and thick blades and plenty of shucks. 
This is because stable manure is a 
very poorly balanced manure, being 
very deficient in phosphoric acid and 
potash, its chief cpnstitueht in the 
way of plant food being nitrogen. 

Secondly. On rolling (washy) land 
it ig not advisable to break in the fall 
unless you sow to some cover crop, 
such as rye, vetch, crimson clover, 
ete. Sandy land particularly should not 
be turned over in the fall. It is very 
helpful to turn clay soil in the early 
winter, and you may do so, if you like, 
with a cover crop if you will plow on 
the level and not up and down the 
hillsides. 

Stable manure should be put in the 
ground, if possible. a month or more 
before planting. The land might be 
broken in December or January deep- 
ly and the stable manure scattered 
broadcast and plowed in at same time. 
Or you might properly withhold the 
stable manure (if rotted) unti) Febru- 
ary, lay off corn rows and put tne 
manure in the furrows and list on it. 
At the same time you might put in 
what acid phosphate and potash may 
be necessary to balance the stable 
manure; or you might defer this until 
a week or so before planting the corn, 
when it (the acid and potash) could 
be put in one of the: listing furrows 
and two or more furrows be thrown on 
the first listing furrows, finishing out 
the beds, these to be harrowed down 
immediately in a@vance of planting. 

For every two tons of good stable 
manure I would apply about 150 
pounds of high-grade acid phosphate 
and about 10 pounds of muriate of 
potash. At planting time apply about 
80 or 40 pounds nitrate of soda per 
acre, dropping it close to but not 
touching the corn seed, and possibly 
50 pounds at first or second plowing. 


FORMALDEHYDE AS AN INSECTI- 
CIDE, BORAX, ETC, 

T. A. Buxton; Girard, Ga, 
kindly give me information as to 
whether or not formaldehyde may De 
used with success for the destructéon 
of weevils in corn or other grain? It 
geems to me that it would be the very 
thing for this purpose, and if effective, 
would be comparatively inexpensive. 
This is the drug useq for disinfecting 
houses or rooms and their contents re- 
cently ocupied by patients with scarlet 
fever and other contagious or infec- 
tious diseases, and it is saiq nothing 
can live in a closed room in the pres- 
ence of the pungent vapor of formalde- 
hyde diffused throughout the room. 
Therefore where you have a barn that 
can be closed tightly, the crevices 
stuffed with rags or cotton so as to 
prevent the admission of fresh air and 
the escape of the vapor of formalde- 
hyde, I do not see why it should not 
prove to be very effective in extermi- 
nating the pests. 

There is another question I want to 
ask you. Upon the labels of “House- 
hold Ammonia” sometimes directions 
are given for its use as a fertilizer 
for plants. Now some druggists in 
putting up household ammonia mix 
other ingredients with the ammonia, 
borax or castile soap, for instance. 
Would the presence of either or both 
of these ingredients affect the value 
of the preparation as a fertilizer or 
would their presence in the solution 
of ammonia be likely to cause any 
damage to plants upon which it is 
used? 


Answer—Formaldehyde is not an in- 
secticide, but a fungicide, and while it 
may in some cases act as a poison 
when taken into the stomach of insects 
(as house flies), it would not answer 
for destroying weevils in corn or other 
grain for the simple reason that it is 
not sufficiently volatile and therefore 
could not be disseminated through a 
mass of grain, especially corn in the 
crib. When used as a disinfectant and 
purifier of sick rooms, etc., the purpose 
is to destroy germs, microbes, etc.. not 
insects. Possibly you have got 
formaldehyde confused with hydrocya- 
nic acid gas, used chiefly by nursery- 
men in fumigating nursery stock for 
scale insects. This is an exceedingly 
dangerous gas, one whiff of it taken 
into a man’s lungs causing immediate 
death, and is therefore not recom- 
mended for ordinary uses. 

The so-called “Household Ammonia” 
is no doubt a fertilizer, but altogether 
too expensive excepting for a few pot 
ang door-yard plants, and for these 
nitrate Of soda or sulphate of am- 
monia is preferable. | presume the 
borax, castile soap, ete., would hardly 
be in sufficient quantity to do harm. _

CATERPILLARS IN COLUMBIA 
COUNTY. 

H. S. Branch, Berzelia, Ga.—The cat- 
erpillars have commenced to appear 
in five or six acres of my young cot- 
ton.

They have not yet done any 
considerable damage, there being only 
a few spots about in the field where 
the leaves are badly eaten.

Answer—If there are but few cater- 
pillars on your cotton at date of vour 
letter (October 5) and they have not 
yet done any damage it is not at all like- 
ly that they will inflict any appre- 
ciable injury. In the first place, there 
ig not sufficient time for the worms 
to increase in numbers sufficient to 
do any harm, and in the next place, 
there is but little cotton to be in- 
jured by them. As a rule, when the 
worms appear so late as this they 
work a decided benefit by partly de- 
foliating the cotton and giving freer 
access to sun heat. 

Paris green is the standard treat- 
ment. It may be sprinkled (dusted) 
on the follage from bags (flour racks) 
suspended to the two ends 
light rod, as long as the width of the 
cotton rows, the*rod being carried 
across the pommel of the saddle and 
jarred so as to dust the poison over 
the tops of the cotton plants.

HOW TO GET RID OF NUT-GRASS., 

A friend wants to know if I have 
conquered the nut-grass in my garden 
Yes, I have nearly finished it, and this 
summer it is the rarest weed in my 
garden. Last year was the first year 
the garden was cultivated, as it had 
been lying out as a vacant lot. One end 
of the lot was wel! set in nut-grass, 
and I. determined that 
did not dig it out. except 
turned up in the plowing of the 
and was raked out. Then every day I 
shopped off that nut-grass. Cut off 
today it was up tomorrow, but I knew 
that no plant can long survive if not 
allowed to make green leaves above 
ground, so I chopped it off daily. It

Plants this summer and have simply 
been pulling them out as fast as seen, 
and have not even had to.use the hoe 
on them.

These will 
simply increase if dug and the roots 
cut, but chopped off or mown off regu- 
larly with the mowing machine they 
soon give up. Th mower is the best 
implement to rid land of sprouts and 
briers.—The Progressive Farmer. 
Commeat—To the above I may be 
permitted to add that -entirely too 
much and altogether unnecessary ta- 
bor fs involved in “chopping off the 
nut-grass daily.” My personal experi- 
erze, gained at the upper end of the 
}ee-handle, taught me that the nut- 
grass plants should be cut off with a 
sharp hoe not less than two or three 
inches beneath the soil surface, or 
deeper if it may be done conveniently. 
This will delay their reappearance 
above the surface from several days 
to a week, depending on the heat and 
moisture. Just as soon as they show 


theism stumps they should be cut off’ 


to the same depth as before. In a 
kitchen garden, or in any place where 
the plow or cultivator may be used at 
will, the easiest and least expensive 
way to get rid of nut-grass is to Keep 
some crop growing in rows al] sum- 
mer and plowed as often as once every 
week or ten days. If a nut-grass 
plant with nut attached be plowed up 
when in full vigor of growth and free- 
ly exposed to the sun until dry, such 
treatment will prove to be the death 
of both plant and nut. A sweet potato 
crop is probably one of the best crops 
to overshadow and smoffier the nut- 
grass. Cowpea is excellent when the 
area infested is extensive. After three 
years of moderate effort I have so far 
subdued nut-grass that one will have 
to hunt in order to find a sprig. It is 
not half as common as is any one Of a 
half dozen common weeds. In conquer- 
ing nut-grass by rapid succession of 
crops in the garden, and frequent cul- 
tivation of the same, I have practical- 
ly gotten rid of crab and crowfoot, 
yard and “hurrah” grass and other 
summer grass. I sometimes think that 
it would not be a bad idea for the 
farmers to drive out of their flelds 
every plant excepting those that spring 
from seed purposely sown by the 
owner.

HORSE PULLING AT THE HALTER. 
(Letters of an Old Farmer to His Son.) 

You ask how to break a horse of 
pulling at the halter. Some years 
since we had a fine young gelding, a 
grand, proud fellow, gentle as a pet 
dog, true as steel, and good puller any 
way you hitched him. Few posts and 
no halters would hold him hitched by 
the head and he pulled at nearly every- 
thing he saw. 

We got a %-inch manila rope and 
made a halter of it, then hitched him to 
a young locust tree about 4 or 5 Inches 
through at the ground, tying to it 
about 6 or 8 feet from the ground. It 
would spring like rubber, but always 
fetched him back after a pull. Then 
we shook umbrellas before him, beside 
him and behind him, ran the baby cart 
at him, ete., until he tired of pulling. 
He would pull until the tree tame over 
almost a bow, but it was a tough sec- 
ond growth and brought him back 
standing after each pull. We kept 
him pulling until he would not puil 
again. And while we had the horse 
many years afterward, I never knew 
of his pulling at the halter again, or 
shying at umbrellas, etc. Ae good rule 
is never to hitch a young horse or hal- 
ter pulling horse to a poor post or 
with a poor halter. 

A late issue of The Stockman and 
Farmer gives this remedy for halter- 
pullers: “Put on an ordinary halter 
headstall without the tie, also put ona 
back pag of ordinary harness. Take 25 
feet of good %-inch rope, double it 
and put loop around the horse’s tail 
like a crupper. Run the ends through 
the line rings (turrets) in back pad 
and through the ring in halter and tie 
the a common halter.” Or 
one may a shorter repe, tie a 
crupper in one end so it will not slip, 
place under the tail and through ter- 
ret and headstall and tie as with a 
common halter. I think a geodq Winch 
rope would hold any horse living so 
tied and soon cure him of pulling.

Will Be Featured in the Trial. 


of McNamara Brothers 


Defense Forcing Question to 
Front, and Will Probe Pros- 
pective Jurors as to Views 
on Capital and Labor--Object 
to Jurors With Opinions.

Judge Bordwell! read and re-read to- 
day the transcript>- of Nelson’s exam- 
ination and when Mr. Scott concludes 
the arguments of the defense in op- 
position to Nelson, it is generally ex- 
pected that the court 
announce its ruling immediately. 

“We have explained our principal 
Objections to Nelson,” said Clarence 
Darrow, chief counsel for the defense, 
tonight, “and on the judge's decision 
will depend whether or not we can get 
a fair jury consisting of men who have 
not prejudged the defendant.” 

The importance of the ruling on Nel- 
son's competency as a juror is admitted 
by both sides. The defense, if its’ 
challenge allowed, intends to in- 
quire closely into every taJesman’s 
views on the warfare between capital 
and labor, as it considers opinions on 
these subjects will be the chief factor 
in the minds of jurors,
